| New York—The following impor- 
tant statement has been received here 
‘from Archbishop Orozeo of Guadala- 
jara who has been in hiding in Jalisco 
and who has been accused by Calles’ 
forces of aiding, if not personally di- 
récting the armed insurrectionary) 
forces in that State: 

“Up to this time I have paid no at- 
tention to the absurd reports emanat- 
ing from this side, which have falsely | 
represented me as commanding troops 
and as director of the whole armed 
movement. I knew the non-Mexican 
press was vindicating my good name 
and that the Holy See was kept in- 
formed by me as to the true state of 
affairs. But recently a paragraph in 
the dispatch from a special corres- 
pondent of the Daily Express, of Lon- 
don, has given me some concern. It | 
is true I discovered this paragraph, | 
after some delay, in a periodical pub- 
lished in Spain. 

“It runs as follows: “The center of 
the disturbance is Guadalajara, sec- 
ond largest city of Mexico, which I 
visited. Archbishop Orozco, of this 
diocese is the person chiefly responsi- 
ble for the present state of things. 
He is hidden in the nearby mountains. 
'T have been informed by competent | 
neutral authorities in Guadalajara 
that he does not direct the troops in 
the field. Nevertheless, his presence 
inspires his people with unshakable 
resistance.’ 

Declaration, in Interest of Truth 

“Here is a serious publication, and 
information said to come from neutral 
‘sources. For this reason I feel obliged 
'to make a declaration in the interests 
of truth. 

“On other occasions I protested 
against reports circulated about me, 
especially in a circular letter of May 
3, 1927, and a pastoral letter of Au- 
gust, 1927. Likewise, my brethren in 
the Mexican episcopate have denied 
‘these calumnies uttered against me by 
‘certain persons through ignorance or 
‘malice. Today I positively declare 
‘that it is false in every respect to say 
that I have taken or take part in the 
‘armed movement that has been going 
on in the Mexican Republic for a year 
and a half. 

“This is no new invention made to 
cast discredit on me and on-the church 
authorities of Mexico. In the year 
1916, after Carranza’s victory, I re- 
turned to Mexico and kept within the 
confines of my diocese. A violent per- 
secution broke out against me, and I 
had to travel over crags and ravines 
to exercise my ministry. Then, as 
now, it was said that I was at the 
head of military operations. The 
truth finally prevailed; though Car- 
ranza arrested me on July 5, 1918, his 
government was content to deport) 
me to the United States, since no) 
charges of any kind could be proved 
against me. The presence of Bishops 
in the Republic was not convenient to 
the Government at that time. A year 
afterwards I returned from the 
United States, a thing I could not have 
done if the Government had not been 
convinced that the charges against 
me were calumnies.”
